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The  attached  tables  contain  a number  of  time  series  fre- 
quently used  in  statistical  demand  analysis.  Although 
these  tables  have  been  prepared  by  the  Demand  Analysis 
Section  of  the  Outlook  and  Projections  Branch,  much  of 
the  data  originate  in  other  Government  agencies.  Some 
of  the  series,  particularly  those  for  personal  and  disposable 
income  for  years  prior  to  1929,  are  not  published  else- 
where. The  current  year  figures  are  preliminary  and  in 
some  instances  partly  estimated.  The  material  as  a whole 
is  not  for  general  publication  and  the  exact  status  of  each 
series  can  be  ascertained  from  the  appended  footnotes. 

These  tables  are  revised  once  a year,  usually  in  October, 
by  the  Demand  Analysis  Section  of  the  Outlook  and  Pro- 
jections Branch,  Extension  4740.  Since  some  of  these  data 
are  regularly  compiled  by  other  agencies,  it  is  suggested 
that  current  revisions  of  basic  data,  particularly  the  esti- 
mates of  total  income  and  expenditures  of  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and  the  estimates  of  prices  by  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics  can  best  be  obtained  directly  in  publica- 
tions from  those  agencies.

NOTE:  Several  of  the  series  in  this  publication  include  Alaska  and 

Hawaii  from  1960  to  date.  Allowing  for  the  additional  States  makes  little 
practical  difference  in  using  the  series  because  the  changes  in  national 
income  and  expenditure  prices,  and  population  are  relatively  small. Tables  7 
and  8 do  not  yet  include  data  from  Alaska  and  Hawaii.
